The appropriations com mittee

The people of Chelm sford and 
the 
cow owners between Chelm sford and 
■outh Low ell are up In arm s over the 
report that the cattle killed because of 
the foot and mouth disease at the R u s ­ 
sell farm , Satu rd ay were carted aw ay 
to the works of the Low ell Rendering 
Co., in South Low ell. 
A ll cattle thus killed are supposed to 
be cremated and the state inspectors 
have given the impression all along 
that all were cremated. 
B u t it is stated on good authority 
that a big force of 
Rendering 
Co-, 
drays, resem bling a com pany of heavy 
artille ry lined up at the Russell farm 
Satu rd ay at m idnight and were kept 
busy from that tim e until 2 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
In response to the inq uiry by the Sun 
over the telephone this morning the 
Rendering Com pany people stated that 
they got about 50 cows in Chelmsford, 
on Satu rd ay and yesterday, 
though 
they did not say from w hat farm s they 
took them. 
The farm ers owning cows in the v i­ 
cin ity are much alarm ed because they 
fear that an opportunity for the dis­ 
ease to spread has been given in the 
transm ission of the 
carcasses from 
Chelmsford to South Low ell and by the 


use which the com pany w ill make of 
them. 
Dr, "VV. G. Eaton of Low ell has dis­ 
covered new cases of 
the foot and 
mouth disease. 
Ju s t over the line in Hudson is the 
farm of Sidney Cow ard and on Sunday 
the doctor was called upon to attend 
a number of cattle at this place. 
The 
owner suspected the presence of the 
foot and mouth m alady, and Dr. Eaton 
knew at a glance that such a trouble 
existed. 
H e notified the state author­ 
ities and all of the C ow ard cattle w ill 
be destroyed as soon as possible. 
U n ­ 
til the a rriv a l of one of the govern­ 
m ent’s representatives, 
the 
Coward 
farm w ill be under quarantine. Nashua 
people have been receiving m ilk from 
this farm . 
Investigation of 
the rases 
shows 
that they had their origin in Brighton, 
one of the affected cows having come 
from that town in com pany w ith a 
cow that spread the disease among the 
cattle of 
the Andrew s brothers, to 
w hich attention has already been ca ll­ 
ed. 
The owners of 
the cattle In both 
cases have been desirous of assisting 
the doctors in every w ay in the work 
of stam ping out the disease and the 
doctors only wish that sim ilar co-oper­ 
ation could be had everywhere through 
out the East.

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Interesting Legends of 
Good St. Nicholas 
the 


Though the actual facta known about 
St. Nicholas, 
whose 
com mem oration 
falls on Dec. 6, would go in a nutshell, 
there is no other saint in the calendar 
who has enjoyed so wide and long-sus- 
tained a popularity. 
The m ass of leg­ 
endary 
accretions 
th a t have 
grown 
around his mem ory 
and 
have 
given 
rise to a v ast am o u n t of popular cus­ 
toms, 
folk tales 
and 
observances 
m ight fill a respectable volume. 
The 
Cottonian MS. Legendary says: “ Ile 
ys rnych 
preysed 
in holy Chyreh for 
thre 
things 
specyaly, 
for 
his mek 
lyuyng, for his hevenly 
chesyng, 
for 
his gret com pasyon hauyng.” 
How 
extensive was his popularity m ay be 
estim ated from the fact th a t no fewer 
th a t 376 
churches in E ngland 
alone 
are 
said 
to 
have 
been 
dedicat­ 
ed 
to 
his 
honor. 
And 
how 
deeply his genial, if som ew hat m y th i­ 
cal personality 
impressed the im agi­ 
nation 
of Catholic 
Europe 
m ay 
be 
judged from the varied and heterogen­ 
eous clientele 
of persons 
and occu­ 
pations 
th a t 
have desired to shelter 
themselves 
under his saintly protec­ 
tion. 
He*is the chosen patron of chil­ 
dren, 
and 
of 
school 
boys, 
of 
virgins 
and 
m arriageable 
m aid­ 
ens, of scholars and parish clerks, 
of 
paw nbrokers and travellers, of sailors 
and thieves, of persons in danger eith­ 
er from fire or water. 
Even in his tenderest infancy “Saint 
Nicholas the nobil clerk” 
became 
an 
exem plar 
of strict 
ecclesiastical 
ob­ 
servance. 
W ith 
an accurate knowl­ 
edge of the rules laid down to that be­ 
half, hardly to have been expected in 
a new-born babe, he alw ays abstained 
from taking 
his n atu ral 
nourishm ent 
on the 
appointed fast 
days 
in each 
week until eventide: 
For, wils he souked his moder milk 
Noght-witlistanding 
that he wa* ying 
(young) 
He chastyed his flesch with fasting. 
The f e r t h fery (feria) and the sext alway 
Scuked bot o h s on a1 t h day. 
S os trik in g a p attern of infantile piety 
w as naturally assum ed to take a spe­ 
cial interest 
in children, 
who 
were 
tau g h t 
to hold him 
in reverence as 
their peculiar 
saint; and on the day 
of his 
festival, as his proteges, 
they 
w ere 
conceded m ore 
th an 
ordinary 
privileges and indulgences. 
In B rit­ 
tany a long cavalcade of school child­ 
ren m ay be met, to whom their m aster 
is 
giving a ride—“comme ii est d’us- 
age Ie jour de la Saint Nicols." 
Here, then, 
we have 
the origin 
of 
th a t peculiar 
custom —so 
popular 
in 
mediaeval 
times, but to 
our modern 
ideas of such doubtful 
propriety—the 


boy bishop, or boys’ bishop, EpiRcopus 
Puerorum, in the north called “B arns' 
Bishop.” On 
St. N icholas’ 
day, 
the 
“children of the choir” in 
cathedrals 
and m any parish 
churches 
were al­ 
lowed to choose 
one of their num ber 
who had the best voice and comeliest 
appearance, 
to 
be invested with the 
mock 
powers of a little bishop over 
his fellows. 
He entered on his office 
on 
Childermas, or 
Innocents’ 
Day, 
when he wras perm itted to take posses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
sacred 
building, 
and 
robed in pontificals, to mimic the ser­ 
vices of the church. 
A curious survival or reminiscence of 
the old 
belief is still kept up am ong 
schoolboys in W arw ickshire and, per­ 
haps, in other counties. 
In 
the play­ 
ground, if a boy wishes for a tem por­ 
ary truce or suspension of the 
game, 
w'hen a northerner 
would cry 
“ B arl­ 
ey!” he exclaims “N ielas!” or “I cry 
N icklas!” 
and by thus 
invoking the 
protection of the schoolboys’ sain t he 
is entitled 
to im m unity, 
and 
for the 
time is safe from molestation. 
Not only w'as St. Nicholas himself a 
student in his youth, but he showed 
himself the zealous protector of schol­ 
ars. 
The legend tells how' a gentlem an 
of Asia once sent his three 
sons 
to 
pursue their studies a t Athens. 
On 
their journey, arriving a t Myra, they 
put up at an inn, intending to 
pay 
their respects to Archbishop Nicholas 
the next morning. 
But the innkeeper, 
having his avarice excited by the im ­ 
pedim enta of his guests, rose by night 
and m urdered the luckless students in 
their sleep; and then, to get rid of the 
bodies, he proceeded to cut them in 
pieces, to stow them aw ay in a pick­ 
ling tub which stood convenient, and 
to salt them down as pork. 
This a tro ­ 
cious 
business 
being 
supernaturally 
revealed to St. Nicholas, he hastened 
to the inn and dem anded the three I 
scholars of the host, who, unable 
to ■ 
conceal his crime, confessed all. 
The | 
good Archbishop, by his prayers, soon 
brought back the souls into the m u ti­ 
lated bodies, and the youths, having 
received his benediction, pursued their 
way, nothing the worse for their pain­ 
ful* experience. 
This incident fu rn ish ­ 
ed mediaeval a rt with its favorite rep­ 
resentation of the saint, who is depict­ 
ed standing, in his episcopal robes and 
with his pastoral staff, beside a huge 
tub in which three naked boys are seen 
plunged up to the w aist and holding 
up their hands in Anglo-Saxon 
a tti­ 
tudes. 
Rem ains of such frescoes are 
found in churches a t Colton and T a m ­ 
w orth in Staffordshire 
and 
a t 
St. 
Cross, 
W inchester. 
“Because he did 
such honor to clerks,’’ says 
M aster 
Wace, H enry II’s chaplain, who 
tells

the story, “clerks hold his festival to 
this day." 
As being the professed friend of 
alt 
scholars, for whom the generic 
nam e 
w as “clerk,” the parish clerk in p artic­ 
ular thought himself Justified, by v ir­ 
tue of his office, in claim ing St. Nicho­ 
las as his patron. 
W ith bettor right 
the boys of Eton, as being both youths 
and scholars, placed themselves under 
the patronage of St. Nicholas and used 
formerly to hold their chief Gaudy Day 
about the tim e of his festival, though 
afterw ard it was transferred to W h it­ 
suntide. 
The once fam ous “Eton Man* 
tem ”—so called as involving an ex­ 
cursion ad m ontem to the neighboring 
m ount of Salt Hill—preserved 
m any 
features of the old Boy Bishop proces­ 
sion, one lad m asquerading in the garb 
of a priest and another taking the role 
of his clerk. 
A peculiar rite essential 
to the festivity wras the distributing of 
salt by certain boys, called “salt b ear­ 
ers" for the nonce, in return for money 
gifts. 
This custom has been traced to 
the initiation of freshmen or newcomers 
to a school, who wrere said to be “s a lt­ 
ed” when compelled to undergo sundry 
sportive trials Of endurance. 
As 
the 
phrase went, they “were pickled with 
salt to begin with.” 
W e 
m ay 
fairly 
suppose th a t it w as really 
a 
faded 
reminiscence of the salting in the pic­ 
kle tub which St. Nicholas’ scholars had 
to undergo In the legend before 
be 
cam e to their rescue and sent them on 
their wTay rejoicing. 
The "salt m oney” 
collected was to help the captain of the 
school to pursue his studies at the uni­ 
versity. 
So 
conservative 
are 
boy’s 
games! 
One of the Golden Legends of Jacob­ 
us de Voragine relates how a certain 
m an of good birth in Bt. Nicholas* n a ­ 
tive city who had three fair d au g h ­ 
ters wus reduced to such dire straits 
of poverty th at he was sorely tem pted 
to sacrifice their honor and surrender 
them to a life of shame. 
St. Nicholas, 
who happily was as wealthy as he was 
benevolent, coming to know of this, re ­ 
solved to save the poor family from the 
im pending degradation. Stealing forth 
by night to avoid observation he 
a p ­ 
proached their dwelling with a purse 
well filled with gold. 
A gleam of 
moonlight 
revealed to him 
an 
open 
window', thorugh which he dexterous­ 
ly threw in his gift and fled 
away. 
It fell a t the very feet of the asto n ­ 
ished father, who used the welcome 
godsend to portion his eldest daughter 
in marriage. 
Again the kind h earted 
saint sallied out on a sim ilar nightly 
mission, and again through the conve­ 
nient window he cast in a dowry for 
the second daughter. 
W hen for the 
third tim e he essayed to do good by 
stealth for the third girl’s behoof, the 
grateful fath er w'as lying in w'ait, and 
seizing 
his 
benefactor, 
forced 
him 
to reveal himself. 
St. 
Nicholas 
pledged him to secrecy and departed, 
having thus by three golden gifts en ­ 
abled three deserving m aidens to be 
happily married. 
And all he did euer so priuely. 
That none wist bot God Almighty. 
There is an obvious reason, th e re­ 
fore, w'hy m arriageable maids m d v ir­ 
gins should recognize 
their guardian 
saint in good-natured 
St. 
Nicholas. 
So M argaret Countess of Richmond, as 
a 
girl, is said to have done when she 
prayed for him for a good husband 
‘in asm u ch as he was the patron and 
helper of all true m aidens.” 
And so 
country girls In F rance still use the 
rhyme: 
“Patron des filles, Saint Nicolas, 
Maries nous, ne tardez pas.” 
The 
above 
incident, 
it is equally 
evident, has suggested the custom pre­ 
valent in Slavic countries, of children 
on St. 
Nicholas’ day 
putting their 
shoes and stockings in the window be­ 
fore going to bed in the hope, which is 
seldom 
disappointed, 
th a t 
the 
kind 
bishop, as he goes about at night, will 
fill 
them 
with 
his presents. T ra n s­ 
ferred now to Christm as eve the samp 
child belief, as is well known, exists in 
Teutonic lands, 
whence it has been 
introduced into bogland, th a t Santa 
Claus, a bountiful but m ysteriously In­ 
visible being, 
delights in 
filling sus­ 
pended stockings with bon-bons, toys, 
and other rew ards of Juvenile virtue. 
The secrecy with which he bestows 
his gifts is still his prominent feature 
It is not remembered, 
th a t Claus or 
Klas, is 
only an abbreviated form of 
Nicholaus or Nicklas, 
the nam e 
h av ­ 
ing been dichotomized into Nick aqd 
(’las (14), just ae the Scots have m a n u ­ 
factured Allck and Saunders out of 
Alexander. The most P ro testan t count­ 
ries under 
the softening influence 
of 
childhood &nd the Christ-Child festi­ 
val, have not been behind in yielding 
this homage to the mediaeval saint. 
In C hristian art this saint is usually 
painted 
with 
three 
golden 
balls to 
symbolize the gifts of gold which h* 
provided for three poor maidens. Some­ 
times these balls of gold are above his 
head; in R aphael’s famous "M adonna 
degli Anaidfii” they are seen lying at 
his feet. 
The 
Medic! at Florence, no 
doubt taking St. Nicholas as their p a t­ 
ron, adopted 
this emblem as their de­ 
vice, 
and 
rose 
to 
great power and 
wealth by trading and money lending. 
In allusion to this badge of theirs the 
Florentine cry in popular commotions 
used to be “ Baile!! Palle!” or, "Ab- 
basso ie Palle” (Down with the Balls!) 
Many Lombard 
m erchants employed 
the same 
emblem, and Introduced it 
into Loudon as their business sign, as 
bankers and money lenders in Lom­ 
bard street and elsewhere. From 'them 
it has passed dowrn to their lowlier 
kinsmen, the pawnbrokers. And thus 
the three golden halls, which once pro­ 
claimed the charitable munificence of 
the L yeian Saint, now only 
announce 
the habitat of the poor m a n ’s conven­ 
ient, but less disinterested, friend. 
Once when on a pilgrimage to J e ru ­ 
salem the vessel*in which St. Nicho­ 
las em barked was nearly wrecked by 
the malice 
of the devil 
who had se­ 
creted himself on board. 
Seeing the 
approach of the fearful storm which he 
was brewing, the saint forewarned the 
sailors, who made every preparation to 
meet its fury. 
In the midst of tin' 
hurricane they threw- themselves at his 
feet in supplication, and at the sain t’s 
intervention 
the winds subsided and 
the sea grew calm. 
It was only n a t­ 
ural therefore, that St. Nicholas came 
to be regarded as the protector of sail­ 
ors and that m any a shipwrecked m a r­ 
iner hastened to return thanks to him 
and 
make a votive 
offering 
for 
his 
deliverance as soon us ever ho came to 
shore. 
And hence it conies to pass 
that churches dedicated to St. Nichol­ 
as are so commonly to be found in 
seaport towns. 
At Bari, in southern 
Italy, whither 
his 
relics 
w-ero transported tn 
1087, 
i he Fest a of Bt. Nicholas is the most 
popular holiday in the year and its cel­ 
ebration is chiefly in the hands of the 
m ariners who carry his Image out to 
sea where his power was h o conspicu­ 
ously manifested, and afterw ard bear 
it* round the town In solemn procession 
by torchlight. 
In m any places owing, 
no doubt to his connection with sea­ 
men and the resemblance of the names, 
St. Nicholas seems to have been con­ 
fo u n d e d with the Nicker or Nix, the 
w ater sprite of northern Europe. Mil­ 
lers in G erm any used sometimes 
to 
throw offerings into the millstream on 
St 
Nicholas’ 
da$\ in 
order to pro­ 


pitiate the Nicker# 
Tn Bervian songs 
the dominion of the w aters is assigned 
to this saint in particular; and a vil­ 
lage in B rittany bears the nam e of 
St. Nicholas 
des Eaux. 
Indeed, a 
modern Greek writer, Prof. Gonstant- 
inides, says that the Holy Nikolaus oc­ 
cupies am ong the Greeks of the pres­ 
ent day the same place as Poseidon 
held am ong their forefathers; he Is 
lord of the sea, and in the hour of d an ­ 
ger sailors address more prayers to 
him than to God. the creator of tile 
universe. 
Mr. Tozer further tells us 
th a t a n ancient temple of Poseidon in 
the isle of Eleussa has actually been 
converted into a church cl St. Nicho­ 
las.

In every cham pions hip 
race and the pacing will be clone by 
the fastest single machines now avail­ 
able. 
In evt ry race a winner will 
be credited with five points, second 
rider three points and third rider one 
point. 
With the conclusion of the cir­ 
cuit there will be a division of grand 
prise money distributed am ong the five 
leaders 
in the 
percentage 
table. 
Twelve pace followers will participate 
in the circuit and two European stars 
will also be engaged. 
Another m eet­ 
ing of the tracks will be held In this 
city in 
Jan u ary , 
when 
all 
arran g e­ 
m ents for the circuit will be complet­ 
ed. 
In addition to the paced circuit 
there will be the usual grand circuit 
for the sprinters.

A PPO IN T E D COMMITTEE TO CON­ 


F E R W ITH NATIONALS.

Juggling 
the 
constitution of

league the annual meeting of that or­ 
ganization was made a •‘special” m eet­ 
ing and it was decided to hold the a n ­ 
nual m eeting in New York some time 
during the month of Jan u ary . 
The principal 
business 
transacted 
yesterday 
was 
the appointm ent of a 
com mittee 
to 
meet 
the 
national 
league at 
Cincinnati on 
Jan. 5th 
to 
confer on peace term s between the two 
baseball organizations. 
The question w'as quickly disposed of, 
how'evej-, by the adoption of a resolu­ 
tion giving President Johnson absolute 
power to appoint his own committee 
or be the sole 
representative 
of the 
league at the Joint meeting with full 
power to act for the American league. 
President Johnson appointed 
a com­ 
mittee composed of President Johnson, 
Charles A. Comisky of Chicago, Henry 
Killilea of Boston and Charles Somers 
of Cleveland. 
No action was taken In regard to the 
placing of a team In Pittsburg. 
C. J 
Pedder and F. A. Eagle, representing 
the P ittsb u rg syndicate attending the 
meeting to present their claims, 
Mr. 
Somers of Cleveland 
who acted 
as 
sponsor for Pedder and Eagle present­ 
ed a statem ent to the m agnates of the 
offer of the P ittsburgers who are a f­ 
ter the club. 
This proposition includ­ 
ed the sale of the Detroit franchise. S. 
M. Angus, president of 
the Detroit 
club, however, refused to part with 
his club, at least unless he could re­ 
cover all Jie has spent on it. 
W hen seen after the meeting Pedder 
and Eagle said they were not discour­ 
aged by any m eans and were still con­ 
fident th at an American league team 
would be seen In Pittsburg next year. 
The report that Tom Loft us 
of 
W ashington w as to go to New York 
to have charge of the American league 
team In the latter city w as denied by 
President Postal of W ashington. 
The m eeting which adjourned 
at 
six o’clock, was the shortest in the 
history of the American league, la st­ 
ing but six hours.

fam ily at 
Salzrburg 
and 
went 
abroad. 
The Saxon court functions for 
the winter, including the N ew Y e a r’s 
reception have been cancelled.” 
The foregoing paragraph in yester­ 
day's official 
Journal 
which 
w as in ­ 
serted by order of the king and crow'ti 
princess of Saxony 
has turned 
into 
truth what, for several days past had 
been regarded as an Incredible tale. 
The crown princess of 
Saxony, su r­ 
rounded by her ladies in w aiting and 
numerous attendants and servants of 
the royal household, has vanished so 
utterly that the police of every king ­ 
dom of Europe have for ten days been 
unable to trnce her. 
The above offi­ 
cial announcem ent was trade In or­ 
der to obtain the aid of the general 
public In Anding the princess, and be­

Three hours later when the m aid look­ 
ed into the royal bedchamber, some­

A number of w hat had seemed 
to be traces of the princess were shown 
to be without foundation upon careful 
exam ination by the police.

Dresden by the end of the second day, 
to all of Europe.

Smith, m ate of the form er vessel, by 
the captain, William E. Potter. 
P otter declares th a t Sm ith violated 
a fundam ental rule of the sea in 
not 
giving the right of way to the other 
vessel, 
which 
was 
on the starboard 
tack. He says 
th a t 
Sm ith 
probably 
thought he could clear the bows of the 
Palmer, and the fact th a t he made no 
effort to save himself after the collis­ 
ion, but sank with his vessel, points 
tow ards this idea. 
The ten survivors of the crews of the 
two vessels, who were in an open sea 
from W ednesday night until rescued 
by the M anhasset Sunday have a te r­ 
rible tale of suffering to tell. 
W ith ­ 
out a morsel of food or a drop of w a­ 
ter, fifteen men, including the captains 
of the two schooners, m anaged to get 
on the long boat of the Palm er, which 
the crew’ m anaged to get out before 
the vessel sunk. 
Several 
men 
from 
each crew got on the boat. 
From the time of the wreck until 
Sunday morning, the 
forlorn 
victims 
floated on the storm y Atlantic, freez­ 
ing, starving. 
One after another gave 
way to the strain, the stew ard of the 
Palmer, whose nam e the captain does 
not 
remember, 
dying 
first. 
P eter 
Dache, seam an on the Crary, died the 
next morning, followed by a seam an 
from the Palm er nam ed Barney. 


T H R E E IN 24 HOURS. 


This m ade three deaths within 24 
hours. 
At daybreak Friday, the G rec­ 
ian stew ard of the C rary died. 
Late 
ow the sam e day, Porns Ranta, of the 
Palm er 
crew, 
became 
delirious 
and 
walked out into the sea. 
The bodies of the dead were not 
throw n overboard until late Thursday. 
In spite of the terrible circum stances 
and suffering of the men, Capt. Potter 
quoted such fragm ents of the burial 
service as he rem em bered over the re ­ 
mains, and prayed over the bodies be­ 
fore they were com mitted to the sea. 
This story of the rescue was told 
by Captain Potter: 
•‘From the time of the bu l death the 
strain 
w as 
terrible. 
W e 
had 
not 
tasted a morsel of food nor a drop of 
w ater for alm ost three days. 
Slowly 
but surely we were 
starving, while 
the w eather was bitter cold. 
“ We kept the nose of the boat in 
one general direction and kept row­ 
ing, taking tu rn s at the work to keep 
ourselves from freezing to death. 
De­ 
lirium had commenced to 
show itself 
In some of the 
men, and 
we 
were 
haunted by the fear cf insanity, es­ 
pecially afte r the death of young R a n ­ 
ta. 
“ It m ust have been an hour after 
daybreak Sunduy w’hen one of the men 
sighted a sailing vessel. 
W e pulled 
with renewed vigor at the oars and our 
joy w'as boundless when we saw it 
coming in our direction.

MOST REV. DR. T EM PLE, the L ate Archbishop of 
Canterbury.

Frederick Temple, a r c h b i s h o p of Canter­ 
bury and primate of all England, who 
had been ill for some time past, is dead. 
The 
archishop of Canterbury passed

presence of his wife and two sons. 
His 
death was anticipated for some days and 
only the archbishop’s remarkable vital­ 
ity enabled him 
to counteract 
his ex­ 
treme 
weakness. The final collapse oc­ 
curred about six o’clock and he was un­ 


given fine treatm ent by Captain M a­ 
lone and his crew."

Sunday morning, some of the

were taken to the Relief hospital. The 
others were attended to in the cabin 
of the Manhasset. 
Skipper Dexter Malone of the M an­ 
hasset gave a graphic account of the 
em aciated and pitiable condition the 
shipwrecked men were In wrhen found 
by him Sunday morning. 
Their h un­ 
ger and thirst were extreme, and it 
was with difficulty th a t they were re­

more than they could stand in their 
weakened condition. 
The crew of the Manhasset, say that 
no claim for reward or repayment for 
their loss of time will be made, and were 
indignant when it was suggested. 
“W hat eould we do?’’ 
said one of 
them. 
“W asn’t it our duty as human 
eings to do all we could for the poor 
fellows? We’ve got no kick coming. We 
might have made $2000 on the trip and 
we mightn’t. 
We’re satisfied.’’

St. Nicholas, 
whose 
com m em oration1 
*" tv,“

falls on Dec. 6, would go in a nutshell, 
there is no other saint in the calendar 
who has enjoyed so wide and long-sus­ 
tained a popularity. 
The m ass of leg­ 
endary 
accretions 
th a t have 
grown 
around his m emory 
and 
have 
given 
rise to a vast am ount of popular cus­ 
toms, 
folk tales 
and 
observances 
m ight All a respectable volume. 
The 
Cottonian MS. Legendary says: “ He 
ys mych 
preysed 
in holy Chyrch 
for 
thre 
things 
specyaly, 
for 
his mek 
lyuyng, for his hevenly 
chesyng, 
for 
his gret com pasyen hauyng.” 
How 
extensive was his popularity m ay be 
estim ated from the fact th a t no fewer 
th a t 376 
churches in E ngland 
alone 
are 
said 
to 
have 
been 
dedicat­ 
ed . 
to 
his 
honor. 
And 
how' 
deeply his genial, if som ew hat m y th i­ 
cal personality 
impressed the im agi­ 
nation 
of Catholic 
Europe 
m ay 
be 
judged from the varied and heterogen­ 
eous clientele 
of persons 
and occu­ 
pations 
th a t 
have desired to shelter 
them selves 
under his saintly protec­ 
tion. 
He is the chosen patron of chil­ 
dren,

school

m arriageable

ens, of scholars and parish clerks,

paw nbrokers and travellers, of sailors 
and thieves, of persons in danger eith­ 
er from Are or w'ater.

half, hardly to have been expected in 
a new-born babe, he alw ays abstained 
from taking 
his n atu ral 
nourishm ent 
on the 
appointed fast 
days 
in each 
week until eventide: 
For. wils he souked his moder milk 
Noght-withstanding that he was ying 
(young* 
He chastyed his Aesch with fasting. 
The ferth fery (feria) and the sext alway 
Souked bot ons on a1 th day. 
S o s tr ik in g a p attern of infantile piety 
w as naturally assum ed to take a spe­ 
cial interest 
in children, 
who 
were 
taught 
to hold him 
in reverence as 
their peculiar 
saint; and on the day 
of his 
festival, as his proteges, 
they 
were 
conceded more 
th an 
ordinary 
privileges and indulgences. 
In B rit­ 
tany a long cavalcade of school child­ 
ren m ay be met, to whom their m aster 
is 
giving a ride—“comme ii est d ’us- 
age Ie jour de la Saint Nicols." 
Here, then, 
we have 
the origin 
of 
th a t peculiar 
custom —so 
popular 
in 
mediaeval 
times, but to 
our modern 
ideas of such doubtful 
propriety—the 


Puerorum , in the north called “B arns 
Bishop.” On St. N icholas’ 
day. 
the 
“children of the choir” in 
cathedrals 
and m any parish 
churches 
were al­ 
lowed to choose 
one of their num ber 
who had the best voice and comeliest 
appearance, 
to 
be invested with the 
mock 
powers of 
a little bishop over 
his fellows. 
He 
entered on his ofllce 
on 
Childermas, or 
Innocents’ 
Day, 
when he was perm itted to take posses­ 
sion 
of 
the sacred 
building, 
and 
robed in pontiAcals, to mimic the ser­ 
vices of the church. 
A curious survival or reminiscence of 
the old 
belief is still kept 
up am ong 
schoolboys in W arw ickshire and, per­ 
haps, in other counties. 
In 
the play­ 
ground, if a boy wishes for a tem por­ 
ary truce or suspension of the 
game, 
when a northerner 
would cry 
“ B arl­ 
ey!” he exclaims “N iclas!” or “I cry 
N icklas!” 
and by thus 
invoking the 
protection of the schoolboys’ saint he 
is entitled 
to im m unity, 
and 
for the 
time is safe from molestation. 
Not only w as St. Nicholas himself a 
student in his youth, but he showed 
himself the zealous protector of schol­ 
ars. 
The legend tells how a gentlem an 
of Asia once sent his three 
sons 
to 
pursue their studies a t Athens. 
On 
their journey, arriving at Myra, they 
put up at an inn, intending to 
pay 
their respects to Archbishop Nicholas 
the next morning. 
But the innkeeper, 
having his avarice excited by the im ­

The once fam ous “Eton Mon- 
te m ”—so called ais involving an ex­ 
cursion ad montem to the neighboring 
m ount of Bait Hill—preserved 
many 
features of the did Boy Bishop proces­ 
sion, one lad m asquerading in the garb 
of a priest and another taking the role 
of his clerk. 
A peculiar rite essential 
to the festivity was the distributing of 
salt by certain boys, called “salt b ear­ 
ers” for the nonce, in return for money 
gifts. 
This custom has been traced to 
the initiation of freshmen or newcomers 
to a school, who were said to be “s a lt­ 
ed” w hen compelled to undergo sundry 
sportive trials Of endurance. 
As 
the 
phrase went, they “were pickled with 
salt to begin with.” 
W e 
m ay 
fairly 
suppose that it was really 
a 
faded 
rem iniscence of the salting in the pic­ 
kle tub which St. Nicholas’ scholars had 
to undergo in the legend before 
he 
cam e to their rescue and sent them on 
their w ay rejoicing. 
The “salt money” 
collected was to help the captain of the 
school to pursue his studies at the uni­ 
versity.

g a m e s! 
One of the Golden Legends of Jacob­ 
us de Voragine relates how a certain 
m an of good birth in St. Nicholas’ n a ­ 
tive city who had three fair d au g h ­ 
ters was reduced to such dire straits 
of poverty that he was sorely tem pted 
to sacrifice their honor and surrender 
them to a life of shame. 
St. Nicholas, 
who happily was as wealthy as he was 
benevolent, coming to know of this, re­ 
solved to save the poor family from the 
im pending degradation. Stealing forth 
by night to avoid observation he 
a p ­ 
proached their dwelling with a purse 
well filled with gold. 
A gleam of 
moonlight 
revealed to him 
un 
open 
window, thorugh which he dexterous­ 
ly threw In his gift and fled 
away. 
It fell at the very feet of the asto n ­ 
ished father, who used the welcome 
godsend to portion his eldest daughter 
in m arriage. 
Again the kind hearted 
saint sallied out on a sim ilar nightly 
mission, and again through the conve­ 
nient window he cast in a dowry for 
the second daughter. 
W hen for the 
third tim e he essayed to do good by 
stealth for the third girl’s behoof, the 
grateful father was lying in wait, and 
seizing 
his 
benefactor, 
forced

to reveal himself.

T ra n s­ 
ferred now to C hristm as eve the same 
child belief, aa is well known, exists in 
Teutonic lands, 
whence it has been 
introduced into England, th a t Santa 
Claus, a bountiful but m ysteriously In­ 
visible being, 
delights in 
Ailing sus­ 
pended stockings with bon-bons, toys, 
and other rew ards of juvenile virtue. 
The secrecy with which he bestows 
his gifts is still his prom inent feature 
It is not remembered, 
th a t Claus or 
Klas, Is 
only an abbreviated form of 
Nicholaua or Nicklas, 
the nam e 
h av ­ 
ing been dichotomized Into Nick apd 
Clas (14), just as the Scots have m an u ­ 
factured 
Aliek and Saunders out of 
Alexander. The most P rotestant count­ 
ries under the softening influence of 
childhood and the Christ-Child festi­ 
val, have not been behind In yielding 
this homage to the mediaeval saint. 
In C hristian art this saint is usually 
painted 
with 
three 
golden 
balls to 
symbolize the gifts of gold which he 
provided for three poor maidens. Some­ 
times these balls of gold are above his 
head; In R aphael’s fam ous “Madonna 
degll Ansldel” they are seen lying at 
his feet. 
The 
Medici a t Florence, no 
doubt taking St. Nicholas as their p at­ 
ron, adopted 
this emblem as their de­ 
vice, 
and 
rose 
to 
great power and 
wealth by trading and money lending. 
In allusion to this badge of theirs the 
Florentine cry in popular commotions 
used to be “ Palle!! P alle!” or, "Ab- 
basso Ie Palle” (Down with the Balls!) 
M any Lombard 
m erchants employed 
the sam e 
emblem, and introduced it 
Into London as their business sign, as 
bankers and money lenders In Lom ­ 
bard street and elsewhere. From them 
It has passed down to their lowlier 
kinsmen, the pawnbrokers. And thus 
the three golden balls, whlc4i once pro­ 
claimed the charitable munificence of 
the Lyclan Saint, now only 
announce 
the hab itat of the poor m an's conven­ 
ient, but less disinterested, friend. 
Once when on a pilgrimage to J e ru ­ 
salem the vessel in which St. Nicho­ 
las em barked w as nearly wrecked by 
the malice 
of the devil 
who had se- 
retcd himself on board. 
Seeing the 
approach of the fearful storm which he 
was brewing, the saint forewarned the 
sailors, who made every preparation to 
meet its fury. 
In the midst of the 
hurricane they threw themselves at his 
feet In supplication, and at the sa in t’s 
Intervention 
the winds subsided and 
the sea grew calm. 
It was only n a t­ 
ural therefore, that St. Nicholas came 
to be regarded as the protector of sail­ 
ors and that m any a shipwrecked m a r­ 
iner hastened to return thanks to him 
and 
m ake a votive 
offering 
for 
his 
deliverance as soon as ever he came to 
shore. 
And hence it comes to pass 
that churches dedicated to St. Nieho- 
as are so commonly to be found In 
seaport towns. 
At Bari, In southern 
Italy, whither 
his 
relics 
ware transported in 
1087, 
the F esta of St. Nicholas is the most 
popular holiday in the year and its cel- 
bration is chiefly til the hands of the 
m ariners who carry his image out to 
sea where his power was so conspicu­ 
ously manifested, and afterw ard bear 
it round the town in solemn procession 
by torchlight.

HISTORY O F POLO. 
Pony polo was played by Europeans 
in Calcutta. India, in the year of 1803. 
It was a popular pastime of the arm y 
officers located there, and for years 
was considered their chief sport. 
Polo is said to have been known in 
Russia In the fifteenth century, h a v ­ 
ing been brought from Persia, w here It 
ran he traced back to the year 600 B 
C. 
The first polo m atch played In 
England was at Woolwich In 1872 be­ 
tween the officers of the N inth Jamcers 
who had previously learned the gam e 
in India and the Royal Horse Guards, 
who had been tau g h t by the Lancers. 
In the sum m er m onths of the follow­ 
ing year, other officers took the gam e 
up and m atches between other regi­ 
ments becam e common. 
Polo was first brought to this coun­ 
try by Jam es Gordon Bennett In 1876,

num erous a tte n d a n ts and serv an ts of 
the royal household, has vanished so 
utterly th at the police of every king­ 
dom of Europe have for ten days been 
unable to trace her. 
The above offi­ 
cial announcem ent was m ade In or­ 
der to obtain the aid of the general 
public In finding the princess, nnd be­ 
cause the court fiction th a t she pre­ 
ferred 
to rem ain 
In retirem ent a t 
Salzeburg rath e r

The n arrative of the events at Salze­ 
burg during the night of December 11-

Three hours later w’hen the m aid look­ 
ed into the royal bedcham ber, some­

latter, with other m em bers of

of the missing woman was found. 
At daw n the police of 
Salzeburg 
were informed of the 
disappearance 
and inquiries were m ade throughout 
the whole countryside but with no re­

A num ber of w hat had seemed 
to be traces of the princess were shown 
to be without foundation upon careful 
exam ination by the police. 
The in­ 
quiry by the end of th a t day had ex­ 
tended to all p arts of the kingdom

Saxony and on authority from 
Dresden by the end of the second day, 
to all of Europe. 
The theory of su i­ 
cide w as suggested 
and a fruitless 
search for the princess’ body

Though the actual facts known about I boy bishop, or boys* bishop, Episcopus 
Ct. Nicholas, 
whose 
commemoration 
falls on Dec, 6, would go in a nutshell, 
there is no other saint in the calendar 
who has enjoyed so wide and long-sus­ 
tained a popularity. 
The m ass of leg­ 
endary 
accretions 
that have 
grown 
around his m emory 
and 
have 
given 
rise to a v ast am ount of popular cus­ 
toms, 
folk tales 
and 
observances 
m ight fill a respectable volume. 
The 
Cottonian MS. Legendary says: “ He 
ys mych 
preysed 
in holy Chyrch 
for 
thre 
things 
specyaly, 
for 
his mek 
lyuyng, for his hevenly 
chesyng, 
for 
his gret com pasyon hauyng.” 
How 
extensive w as his popularity m ay be 
estim ated from the fact th a t no fewer 
th a t 376 
churches in England 
alone 
are 
said 
to 
have 
been 
dedicat­ 
ed 
to 
his 
honor. 
And 
how 
his genial, if som ewhat m y th i­ 
cal personality 
impressed the imagi 
nation 
of Catholic 
Europe 
may 
be 
judged from the varied and heterogen­ 
eous clientele 
of persons 
and occu­ 
pations 
th a t 
have desired to shelter 
themselves 
under his saintly protec 
tion. 
He is the chosen patron of chil­ 
dren, 
and 
of 
school 
boys, 
of 
virgins 
and 
m arriageable 
maid 
ens. of scholars and parish clerks, 
of 
paw nbrokers and travellers, of sailors 
and thieves, of persons in danger eith 
er from fire or wrater. 
Even in his tenderest infancy “Saint 
Nicholas the nobil clerk” 
became 
an 
exem plar 
of strict 
ecclesiastical 
ob­ 
servance. 
W ith 
an accurate knowl­ 
edge of the rules laid down to th at be­ 
half, hardly to have been expected in 
a new-born babe, he alw ays abstained 
from taking 
his n atural 
nourishm ent 
on the 
appointed fast 
days 
in each 
week until eventide: 
For, wils he souked his moder milk 
Noght-with.standing that he was ying 
(young) 
He chastyed his flesch with fasting, 
The forth tory (feria) and the sext alway 
Scuked bot one on al th day. 
So striking a pattern of infantile piety 
w as naturally assumed to take a spe­ 
cial interest 
in children, 
who 
were 
tau g h t 
to hold him 
in reverence as 
their peculiar 
saint; and on the day 
of his 
festival, as his proteges, 
they 
were 
conceded more 
th a n 
ordinary 
privileges and indulgences. 
In B rit­ 
tany a long cavalcade of school child­ 
ren m ay be met, to whom their m aster 
is 
giving a ride—“comme ii est d o s ­ 
age Ie jour de la Saint Nicols.” 
Here, then, 
we have 
the origin 
of 
th a t peculiar 
custom —so 
popular 
in 
mediaeval 
times, but to 
our modern 
ideas of such doubtful 
propriety—the 


Puerorum, in the north called “B arn s’ 
Bishop.” On St. Nicholas’ 
day, 
the 
“children of the choir” in 
cathedrals 
and m any parish 
churches 
were a l­ 
lowed to choose 
one of their num ber 
who had the best voice and comeliest 
appearance, 
to 
be invested with the 
mock 
powers of 
a little bishop over 
his fellow's. 
H e 
entered on his office 
on 
Childermas, or 
Innocents’ 
Day, 
when he was perm itted to take posses­ 
sion 
of 
the sacred 
building, 
and 
robed in pontificals, to mimic the ser­ 
vices of the church. 
A curious survival or reminiscence of 
the old 
belief is still kept 
up am ong 
schoolboys in W arw ickshire and, per­ 
haps, in other counties. 
In the play­ 
ground, if a boy wishes for a tem por­ 
ary truce or suspension of the 
game, 
•when a northerner 
would cry 
“ B arl­ 
ey!” he exclaims “Niclas!” or “I cry 
Nicklas!” 
and by thus 
invoking the 
protection of the schoolboys’ saint he 
is entitled 
to im m unity, 
and 
for the 
tim e is safe from molestation. 
Not only w as St. Nicholas himself a 
student in his youth, but he showed 
himself the zealous protector of schol­ 
ars. 
The legend tells how a gentlem an 
of Asia once sent his three 
sons 
to 
pursue their studies a t Athens. 
On 
their journey, arriving a t Myra, they 
put up at an inn, intending to 
pay 
their respects to Archbishop Nicholas 
the next morning. 
B ut the innkeeper, 
having his avarice excited by the im ­ 
pedim enta of his guests, rose by nighty 
and murdered the luckless students In 
their sleep; and then, to get rid of the 
bodies, he proceeded to cut them in 
pieces, to stow them aw ay in a pick­ 
ling tub which stood convenient, and 
to salt them down as pork. 
This a tro ­ 
cious 
business 
being 
supernaturally 
revealed to St. Nicholas, he hastened 
to the inn and dem anded the three 
scholars of the host, who, unable 
to 
conceal his crime, confessed all. 
The 
good Archbishop, by his prayers, soon 
brought back the souls into the m u ti­ 
lated bodies, and the youths, having 
received his benediction, pursued their 
way, nothing the worse for their p ain ­ 
ful experience. 
This incident fu rn ish ­ 
ed mediaeval art with its favorite rep ­ 
resentation of the saint, who is depict­ 
ed standing, in his episcopal robes and 
with his pastoral staff, beside a huge 
tub in which three naked boys are seen 
plunged up to the w aist and holding 
up their hands in Anglo-Saxon 
a tti­ 
tudes. 
R em ains of such frescoes are 
found in churches at Colton and T a m ­ 
worth in Staffordshire 
and 
at 
St. 
Cross, 
W inchester. 
"Because he did 
such honor to clerks,’’ says 
M aster 
Wace, H enry II’s chaplain, w'ho 
tells 


the story, "clerks hold his festival to 
this day.’* 
As being the professed friend of 
all 
scholars, for whom the generic 
nam e 
was “clerk,” the parish clerk in partic 
ular thought himself justified, by v ir­ 
tue of his office, in claiming St. Nieho 
las as his patron. 
W ith better right 
the boys of Eton, as being both youths 
and scholars, placed themselves under 
the patronage of St. Nicholas and used 
form erly to hold their chief Gaudy Day 
about the time of his festival, though 
afterw ard it was transferred to W hit 
suntide. 
The once famous "Eton Mon- 
tem "—so called as involving an ex 
cursion ad montem to the neighboring 
m ount of Salt Hill—preserved 
many 
features of the old Boy Bishop proces­ 
sion, one lad m asquerading in the garb 
of a priest and another taking the role 
of his clerk. 
A peculiar rite essential 
to the festivity was the distributing of 
salt by certain boys, called “salt heal­ 
ers" for the nonce, in return for money 
gifts. 
This custom has been traced to 
the initiation of freshm en or newcomers 
to a school, who were said to be "salt­ 
ed” when compelled to undergo sundry 
sportive trials of endurance. 
As 
the 
phrase went, they “were pickled with 
salt to begin with.” 
We 
m ay fairly 
suppose th a t it was really 
a 
faded 
reminiscence of the salting in the pic­ 
kle tub which St. Nicholas’ scholars had 
to undergo in the legend before 
he 
cam e to their rescue and sent them on 
their w ay rejoicing. 
The “salt money” 
collected was to help the captain of the 
school to pursue his studies at the uni­ 
versity. 
So 
conservative 
are boy’s 
games! 
One of the Golden Legends of Jaco b ­ 
us de Voraglno relates how a certain 
m an of good birth in St. Nicholas’ n a ­ 
tive city who had three fair d augh­ 
ters was reduced to such dire straits 
of poverty that he was sorely tempted 
to sacrifice their honor and surrender 
them to a life of shame. 
St. Nicholas, 
who happily was as wealthy as he was 
benevolent, coming to know of this, re ­ 
solved to save the poor family from the 
im pending degradation. Stealing forth 
by night to avoid observation he 
a p ­ 
proached their dwelling with a purse 
well filled with gold. 
A gleam of 
moonlight 
revealed to him 
an 
open 
window, thorugh which he dexterous­ 
ly threw in his gift and tied 
away. 
It fell a t the very feet of the asto n ­ 
ished father, who used the welcome 
godsend to portion his eldest daughter 
in m arriage. 
Again the kind hearted 
saint sallied out on a sim ilar nightly 
mission, and again through the conve­ 
nient window he cast In a dowry for 
the second daughter. 
When for the 
third time he essayed to do good by 
stealth for the third girl’s behoof, the 
grateful father was lying in wait, and 
seizing 
his 
benefactor, 
forced 
him 
to reveal himself. 
Bt. 
Nicholas 
pledged him to secrecy and departed, 
having thus by three golden gifts en ­ 
abled three deserving m aidens to be 
happily married. 


pitiate the Nicker. 
In Servian songs 
the dominion of the w aters is assigned 
to this saint in particular; and a vil­ 
lage in B rittany bears the nam e of 
St. Nicholas 
des Eaux. 
Indeed, a 
modern Greek writer, Prof. Constant- 
iuides, says that the Holy Nikolaos oc­ 
cupies among the Greeks of the pres­ 
ent day the same place as poseidon 
held among their forefathers; 
he is 
lord of the sea, and in the hour of dan­ 
ger sailors address more prayers to 
him than to God, the creator of the 
universe. 
Mr. Tozer further tells us 
th a t au ancient temple of Poseidon in 
the isle of Eleusstt has actually been 
converted into a church of St. Nicho­ 
las.

That none wist bot God Almighty. 
There is an obvious reason, th e re­ 
fore, why m arriageable maids and v ir­ 
gins should recognize 
their guardian 
saint in good-natured 
St. 
Nicholas. 
So M argaret Countess of Richmond, as 
a 
girl, is said to have done when she 
prayed for him for a good husband 
"inasm uch as he was the patron and 
helper of ail true maidens.” 
And so 
country girls In F rance still use the 
rhyme; 
"Patron des filles, Saint Nicolas, 
Mariez nous, ne tardcz pas.” 
The 
above 
Incident, 
It is equally 
evident, has suggested the custom p re­ 
valent in Slavic countries, of children 
on St. 
Nicholas’ day 
putting their 
shoes and stockings in the window be­ 
fore going to bed in the hope, which Is 
seldom 
disappointed, 
th a t 
the 
kind 
bishop, as he goes about at night, will 
fill 
them 
with 
his presents. T ra n s­ 
ferred now to C hristm as eve the same 
child belief, as is well known, exists in 
Teutonic lands, 
whence it has been 
introduced Into England, th a t S anta 
Claus, a bountiful but m ysteriously in­ 
visible being, 
delights in 
filling sus­ 
pended stockings with bon-bons, toys, 
and other rew ards of juvenile virtue. 
The secrecy with which he bestows 
his gifts is still his prom inent feature 
It is not remembered, 
that Claus or 
Klas, is 
only an abbreviated form of 
Nicholaus or Nicklas, 
the nam e 
hav 
ing been dichotomized into Nick and 
Clas (14), just as the Boots have m a n u ­ 
factured 
Aiick and Saunders out of 
Alexander. The most P rotestant count 
ries under the softening influence 
of 
childhood and the Christ-Child festi­ 
val, have not been behind in yielding 
this homage to the mediaeval saint. 
In .Christian art this saint is usually 
painted 
with 
three 
golden 
balls to 
symbolize the gifts of gold which he 
provided for three poor maidens. Some­ 
times these balls of gold are above his 
head; in R aphael’s famous “M adonna 
degli Ansidei” they are seen lying at 
his feet. 
The Medici a t Florence, no 
doubt taking St. Nicholas as their p a t­ 
ron, adopted 
this emblem as their de­ 
vice, 
and 
rose 
to 
great power and 
wealth by trading and money lending. 
In allusion to this badge of theirs the 
Florentine cry in popular commotions 
used to be “Palle!! Palle!” or. “Ab- 
basso ie Palle” (Down with the Balls!) 
Many Lom bard 
m erchants employed 
the sam e 
emblem, and introduced it 
into London as their business sign, as 
bankers and money lenders in Lom ­ 
bard street and elsewhere. From them 
it has passed down to their lowlier 
kinsmen, the pawnbrokers. And thus 
the three golden halls, which once pro­ 
claimed the charitable munificence of 
the Lycian Saint, now only 
announce 
the h abitat of the poor m a n ’s conven­ 
ient, but less disinterested, friend. 
Once when on a pilgrimage to J e ru ­ 
salem the vessel In which St. Nicho­ 
las em barked was nearly wrecked by 
the malice 
of the devil 
who had se­ 
creted himself on board. 
Seeing the 
approach of the fearful storm which he 
was brewing, the saint forewarned the 
sailors, who made every preparation to 
meet its fury. 
In the midst of the 
hurricane they threw themselves at his

“The princess, In a state of intense 
mental excitement, suddenly deserted 
her 
family a t 
Salzrburg 
and 
went 
abroad. The Saxon court functions for 
the Winter, including the New Year s 
reception have been cancelled.’’ 
The foregoing paragraph in yester­ 
day's official Journal which was In­ 
serted by order of the king and crown 
princess of Saxony has turned 
into 
truth what, for several days p ast had 
been regarded as an incredible tale. 
The crown princess of 
Saxony, su r­ 
rounded by her bulies In w aiting and 
numerous atten d a n ts and servants of 
the royal household, has vanished 'so 
utterly th a t the police of every king­ 
dom of Europe have for ten days been 
unable to traee her. 
The above offi­ 
cial announcem ent was md** In or­ 
der to obtain, the ald of the general 
public In finding the princess, and be­ 
cause the court fiction th at she. pre­ 
ferred 
to rem ain 
In retirem ent at 
Salzeburg rath er than to return to 
her husband and children a t Dresden 
cannot be longer maintained. 
The narrative of the events at Salze­ 
burg during the night of December 11- 
12 as told in Dresden Is th a t the prin­ 
cess, who appeared to be In an u nusual­ 
ly tranquil mood, retired after the m u­ 
sic in 
the 
salon 
before 12 
o’clock. 
Three hours later when the maid look­ 
ed into the royal bedchamber, some­ 
thing In the appearance of 
the bed 
prompted her to get closer and ex am ­ 
ine it. 
Instead of the princess the 
maid perceived a dum m y figure. 
She 


awakened the lady in w aiting and the 
latter, with other members of 
the 
princess’ suit searched all the neigh­ 
boring apartm ents, 
then the entire 
castle, and finally the grounds of the 
castle for the princess, but no trace 
of the m issing woman was found. 
At daw n the police of 
Salzeburg 
were Informed of the 
disappearance 
and Inquiries were made throughout 
the whole countryside but with no re­ 
sult. 
A num ber of w hat had seemed 
to be traces of the princess were shown 
to be w ithout foundation upon careful 
exam ination bv the police. 
The In­ 
quiry by the end of that day had ex­

d ay coach and a Pullm an. 
The ex­ 
press w as about ninety m inutes late 
owing to care being exercised along 
the line north of here in view of S u n ­ 
d a y ’s rain and yesterday’s thaw. 
It 
was due to leave Keene a t 5:08 and 
to arrive in Boston 
a t 8 p. m. 
The 
fact th a t Engineer Robert Miller w as 
running slowly undoubtedly prevent­ 
ed a terrible disaster. 
At the point 
of the wreck the grade is a descend­ 
ing one .about sixty feet tq. the mile. 


From a bank around which the train 
skirts a slope of land had occurred 
over one track to a depth of two or 
three feet for a distance of some 20 
feet. 
Engineer Miller saw the earth 
and applied the brakes. Although the 
express was running very slowly, the 
m om entum w as too great. 
The en­ 
gine ploughed 
into the dirt, finally 
canting over and fifty feet beyond the 
cause of her 
trouble rolled 
completely 
down the em bankm ent, bringing up on 
its back, and singularly enough, re­ 
versing Its direction. 
Engineer Miller 
and his fireman, W illard Osgood, both 
of Boston, clung to their seats until 
the engine rolled over,
